Vpon the Lords day at Troas the 
diſciples were gathered together,to break bread, a multitude was 
gathcred together, and Paw/preached tothem: When Peter was 
1n priſon, the Churchmaking aioynt petition for him,obtained a 
{pecdy and miraculous delivery. And it was obſcrued as an eſpe= 
ciall vertue in the primitive Church, that they continued toge- 
ther in prayer and breaking;of bread, and that they had all one

ſo lawfull, becauſe the Apoſtleſaith : He chat doubteth, is cone | 

demned if he cate, becauſe he eateth not of faith;and whatſe euer' Rom. 14. 

is not of faith, is finne. In which wordes, by faithis vnderftood 

Conſcience. But by the way, they muſt ſee thattheir conſcience ©, _ © 

berightly informed, elſe it will be their damnation, For, as a6 _”

it. was ſinnein Saint Peter to deny Chriſt, when in his conſcience 
hee knew hat hee did evill : ſoit was finnein Saint Pas to per- 
fecute Chriſt, when hee thought in his conſcience. hee did well. 
"Therefore, itis not onely damnable todo contrary totheir.con- 
ſcience, butalſo todoe according as theirconſcience (hall dire 
. them, if they benot perſwaded by the truth. Therefore, letthem 
not deceiue themſclues, taking that for conſcience, which is but 
anerrorof conſcience, and indeede a falſe perſwaſion of their 
minds,in follovving that whichthe ignorance of their owne fan- 
talics and blinde conceites doth them vato, without ſeeks 
ingany further . For fo in his zeale Y=xe (u tedthe Arke 

when it wasready to fall, his conſcience perſyvading him that 
he did wel.akhough it vyas diſplcafing vnto God. So faint Paw! 
(peaketh of himſcife,thar he vvas zealous tovvardes God vrhen 
he perſecuted, and ſo our Sauiour fore-warneth his diſciples, that 
mcn ſhall excommunicatethem , that the time ſhallcome, thac 


whoſoeuer killeththem, ſhall thinke hee doth ongneiactace 

and hee ſheweth thercaſon of this their crior. Theſe thivgs ſaith 
hee, they will doe vata you, becauſe they hauc natknowne the 
Father, nor me. 

T herefere,for their betterinſtrution, I wil define vato them 
what Conſcience is. Conſcience, I ſay,is an application of a ge- 
nerall knowledge grounded vppon Gods word to particular a- 
ions and —_— arg wha a kindeof argumentati- 
enor praQtike {yllogiſme,whereby,out of a generall propotition, 
we doe, by a particular concluſion, abſolug or condemne our 
ſclues,or others. In this ſyllogiſme,the waior propolition is thein- 
ward ſenſc and fecling of Gods iudgements, whereby we do rea- 
ſon and diſcourſe of our aRions,intents and ſes,hauing be- 
fore oureyesthe rule of the lawe of God. T he minor is the cxa- 
mination of our ations, intents, and purpoſes, accordivg to 
thatrule, the concluſion is our fanall determination concern 
our ſclues or others, what wee or they hauing thus done, in- 
tended, and purpoled, are to deeme or iudge of our ſeclues or 
them. So then, inour conſcience firſt wediſcourle, then we ex- 
amine, and laſt of allwee determine. For example. In Dania! 

talking UVris his wife, wemay ſce what Daxids conſcience was, 
" Fuſt, he had this generall notion iwprinted in his minde; and.

And therefore hee 
argued irtthis manner : No vndeanc meatesare;to bee caten; 
But theſe meates are yncleane, therefore they are notto be eaten. 
TheEMzier was true , becauſe grounded vppon Lemiticus 1]. 
Det. 14. where the differences of meates are ſet downe. But 
in his Minor he was deceiued, which thought thoſe meates to be 
vncleane,for as muchas vnder the Goſpel,the differcnce of meats 
was taken away , and no meate was polluted , in reſpeR ofthe 
conſcience of: marr. So then, as it was not Saint Peters conſci- 
ence,but the errour ofhis conſcience, when he refuſed the meates. 
as vncleane; which God had ſan&ifhed and made lawfull;: fo it is 
nottheir conſcience , but the error oftheir conſciencethat they 
refuſevs for ſchifme & hereſte, which indeed arc true:goſpellers 
and members of the myfticall body of Ieſus Chriſt, as by Gods 
aſſiſtance I wil proue. And as the Diſciples, not knowing of Pax!s 
conuerſation, were afraideto ioyne with him, i uppoſing himto 
be aperſecuter when he was a Preacher : ſo. they teare to ioyne 
with vsluppoſing vsto be inthe wrongway, whereas indeed we 
beinthe right. | 
And becauſe Thauefaide ,. itis notvpon conſciencethat they 
ſequeſter themſeJuesfromvs,.] will ſhew them how many wayes 
a mans conſcience may erreand bedecciued, and ſo carried away 
from thetruth,and they are theſe eight following. The firſt is ig- 
norance , ſo the common ſortignorantly a we are-here- 
tices, that our religion 1s nor warrantable,but cannot know what 
hereſie 1s, neither yetrightty conceiuethe groundes either of our 
; religion of their owne. For they are inhibited to hearc our Ser- 
' mons, to reade our bookes, to haue conference with ys, or tobe 
catechized by vs.. How-then ſhould they knowe our religion ? 
Theyare nouriſhed in blindhefle by their owne teachers, which 


deſchif, + holeitas aprinciple, thatitis fitthey ſhould be ignorant. Nei- 


ther are they permitted to- hauetheBible intheir mother tongue. 
How thenean they know their owne religion? They are he 
niſhed and vtterly deſtitute of all meanes and helpes which may 
bring themto be able to diſcerne truth from as ag bs 
1C.:

For ex- 
ample, Campion flandereth our Church,as ifwe did offer violence 
to he holy.ſcriptures , —_—_—— Lather wrote contumeli- 
ouſly of Saint /emes his _—_ : his diſciples bluſh not to report 
the ſame, becauſe hee hath written it, without further enquirie, 
whether hee writ the truth ornot , whereas if they. would but 
vouchſafe to examinethe place for their any es” ,t 
wouldfinde ita ſlaunder, whichthey becauſe of their ſlouthful- 
neſſe do holdefor a truth. Theyare contented to buy Campion 
alone, and Gregorie CMertine his Preface, with the notes of the 
Seminaries of Rhemes, vpon the New Teſtament, and now and 
then to reade*them. But as for Doftor #hizakgr his anſiere, 
many of them ſufferitnot to be ther Hudlics, orif it beein the 
Catalogue of their liberarie,they do not reade tt. Andas for doc- 
tor Fakes anſwere to Gregorie Mertines Preface , and the notes 
ofthe Seminaries, they are ſofarre from conferring the one with 
the other,that ſo they might be ſatisfied and reſolued of thetruth, 
as they are contented to giue moremony forthe Rhemiſh Teſta- 
ment alone,then for the {ame booke with Door Fakes anſer 
joyned with it. _ 
Thethird is obſtinacie. For,as the firſt cannot, becauſe they 
be ignorant and vnable to iudge, and depriued of all meanes by 
whichrthey may be enabled; and the ſecond do not iudgeright-

alwayes held, but they ſceing their owneerrours laide open be- 
forethem, hrmane e thew owne conſciences conifted by a 
manifeſt trueth; do dayly, ſ&farre as they dare, and may without 
the generalt notice ofthe world, come necrer vnto vs, as if our 
doArine in-their knowledge were the ſoundeſt. And therefore, 
why*hould not the inferiour ſorte.of Catholikes which are but 
ther diſciples docthe like? The Church of Rome being taxed 
by Luther for their diſcipline as looſe, and their dotrine as. er= 
Toneous, called the Councell of Trent, to deuiſe a reformation, 
ſeeing thatin the eycs of the world they were not ſlandered. In 
that counſel they-fet foorth ſuch wholeſome Canons concerning 
Diſcipline as were fit for a reformed: Church, but they were not 
ſo carefull of their _ of Doctrine, becauſe they ſaw.the 
world could ſooner looke into their diforders,then judge of their 
doQrine, and ſo did as it were yeeld Luthers complaint in parte 
to beiuſt. As for the doctrine, although they hold in termes the 
ſame which they did before; .becauſe-Princes andeſtates ſhould 
not thinke they had fo long deceiued-theworld; and continued 
merror, and not cfpicd the ſame vnull by Lather they had bin 
diſcouered;and asit were by. hum awaked like men which werein 
a dreame ſo many. yeeres :. yet they ſet downe their concluſions 
fo cunningly, as if they would beare menin hand that they were 
(in ſome ſort)but miſtaken, & inclined ofthemſclues ſomewhat 
vnto that which Zather perſwaded.

For example, the Dif- aa cy 
ciples erred when they helde it necef{aric to be circumciſed, yet 
Were not heretilces, becauſe they were not obſtinate;for they ſub= 
mitted themſclues tothe ivdgement of the Church,and after due 
conſultation was had, they conſented to the truth. Againe,chat 
opinion, did not direftlyimpugne faith , but onely by aconfe- 
quent, for ſo ſaith the Apoſtle : Behold, 1 Pax/fay vnto you, it Gal.s 


you be circumciſed, Chriſt ſhall profit you nothing , for Iteſti« 


fie againe to euery one which is circumciſed, thathe is bound to 
keepe the whole Law.

Tanſwere, thatwhen theſe nations werefufi con- | 
 uerted , they were ſubic& to the Romane Emperour, which 
ſpake Latine as his mother _—_— and therefore all endevoured 
to ſpeakeas the Emperour ſpake, although it were but broken 
Latine, andtherefore receiued their Leiturgje in Latine . (And
